New York, Nov. C.—Guilty of mis- 


application of funds and 
falsifying 


the books of the National Bank of 
North America, was the verdict ren- 
dered by the jury in the cases against 
Charles W. Morse, until a year ago 
a dominant figure in the world of 
finance, aud Alfred H. Curtis, former 
president of the institution, who have 
been on trial in the criminal branch 
of the United States circuit court. 
There 
were 
also 
the 
additional 


charge of conspiracy against the pris- 
oners, but the jury acquitted the men 
on this count. 


Within five minutes of the time 


the jury had rendered its verdict, 
Judge Hough refused to entertain a 
motion for bail and had committed 
the two bankers to the Tombs prison. 


The Penalties. 


The federal statutes provide a min- 


imum penalty of five years' imprison- 
ment for falsifying the books of a 
bank and a penaltyv of two years' im- 
prisonment and $5,000 fine, or both, 
for misapplication of funds. Xo alter- 
native but imprisonment is provided 
for conviction on the charge of falsi- 
fying the books of the bank. 
The 


maximum penalty on this charge is 
10 years' imprisonment. The jury 
recommended clemency for Mr. Cur- 
tis, 
but made no recommendation in 


the case of Mr. Morse. 


The scene in the courtroom was a 


dramatic one> Mrs. Morse and Mrs 
Curtis had remained in the court- 
room nearly the entire day, awaiting 
a verdict. Mrs. Curtis shewed signs

of giving way to her emotion a num- 
ber of times, and once when the jury 
returned to the courtroom to receive 
instructions on the manner in which 
the conspiracy charge should be con- 
sidered, Mrs. Mors"e broke down and 
sobbed. 


Large Crowd Present. 


It was evident by the excitement 


of court attendants some minutes be- 
fore the jury filed in with a verdict 
that a decision had been reached, and 
the news was quickly communicated 
to the principals in the case. This 
;ave Mr. Morse and Mr. Curtis time 
to prepare themselves and to speak 
words 
of encouragement to their 


wives. 


A large crowd had hurried into the 


courtroom to hear the verdict. As 
the doors leading to the jury room 
were thrown open, silence fell upon 
the crowd. 
It could bo .seen from 


the solemn faces of the jurors that 
an important verdict was to be de- 
livered. 


Foreman John Elder, responding to 


the customary question of the court 
clerk, road tlic verdict. Mr. Morsf 
and Mr. Curtis stood before the jury 
while Mr. Elder was reading the 
verdict. 


"We have agreed upon a verdict in 


the case of both defendants." said the 
foreman, in a subdued voice. "On 
the charge 
of conspiracy \ve find 


them not guilty." 
A look of relief 


came to the faces of the prisoners, 
but it only lasted a moment, for Mr. 
Elder continued: ."Ou the charge of 
misapplication of the funds of the 
bank, we find both defendants guilty. 
On the charge of making false en- 
tries in the books of the bank, we 
find both defendants guilty. In the 
case of Alfred H. Curtis, the jury 
wishes to make- a strong recommen- 
dation to the mercy of the court." 


A stifled sob of relief escaped Mrs. 
urtis as she heard the recommen- 


dation of mercy for her husband. Mr. 
Curtis took tho verdict like a stoic, 
jut Morse was unable to conceal th« 
disappointment he felt, while his wife 
showed no signs of emotion. She 
kept her eyes on her husband, seem- 
•ngly forgetting herself and 
being 


concerned only on his account.

Common .Initial Longitude Would .Be a 


Universal Convenience. '' 


Peru is publishing the excellent.' ninp 


results 'ot Her official surveys,^, and 
henceforth her cartographic products 
will bring her into closer touch with 
most of the mapping of the world. be- 
cause she has now adopted the Green- 
wich meridi.au, Jt will be a conven- 
•ieiice to her 'own^citizens. because they 
will be able to see more easily the geo- 
graphical relations between their;own 
territory and that of other nations. 


'They will* observe, for examplerlhat 


the meridian of 75 degrees west of 
tireenwich, which divides their repub 
lie into two nearly equal areas east ami 
west of it, is the same meridian that 
•passes through Camden. N. J.. just :i 
little east of Philadelphia, says* the 
New' YOrlc Sun. The erroneous idea is 
widely prevalent that Peru lies far
